Group III, claim(s) 21 , 22, 25, 39, and 50-53, drawn to a method of preparing an 
electrode. 

Group IV, claim(s) 62-65, 68, and 71-76, drawn to a method of modifying carbon, a 
composition resulting from modifying carbon, and an agglomerate of modified carbon. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group II claims as a 
technical feature a counter electrode, not claimed in any other group. Group III claims 
as a technical feature derivatisation via physical adsorption, not claimed in any other 
group.
